DEATHS AMONG 
CHILDREN DROP 


O ttawa. Ju n e 28 <AP>.-~ A marked 


decrease in the number of deaths 
from tuberculosis among young ch il­ 
dren has been achieved recently bv 
the ust* of tuberculosis vaccine, the 
Am erican Association for the A d ­ 
vancem ent of Science was told to­ 
day. 
This development of im m unity to 
the ‘ white plague" among children, 
the 
most 
susceptible 
group, 
has 
been accomplished by use of the 
bacillus 
ealmette-guorin 
vaccine, 
originally developed at the Pasteur 
institute in Paris. France, more than 
IO years ago, Dr. J. A. Baudouin of 
the University of Montreal declared. 
Some scientists who studied Doc­ 
tor Baud ouin’s report declared that 
his conclusions might prove as force­ 
ful as those of Louis Pasteur 
dis­ 
coverer of im m unity of disease, when 
he announced his inoculation to pre­ 
vent. smallpox. 
Doctor 
Baudouin 
reported 
573 
cases w hich had 
been 
vaccinated 
and werg known to have been m 
long contact w ith active tuberculosis 
patients in their 
families. 
These 
were the most difficult trial eases 
Fo r comparison he 
showed 
tile 
records of 943 unvaccinated children 
who also lived in families w ith one 
or more members having active tu­ 
berculosis. 
During the 12 years since vacci­ 
nation was begun 198 children from 


both groups contracted tuberculosis 


and GI of them died, 


O f the 573 in the vaccinated group 


only 40 contracted the disease arid 
l l of them died. 
In the group of 943 
unvaccinated children 158 acquired 
tuberculosis and 50 of them died 
The children vaccinated for tuber­ 
culosis also showed a much greater 
resistance to other diseases.
